Sunday Afternoon 
Judge And Burgess Give To Red Cross 


At their meeting Friday evening, 
directors of the Annie M W arner 
hospital Invited John N 
Hatfield, 
one of the nation's most prom inent 
hospital adm inistrators and consult­ 
ants. to come to Gettysburg to make 
personal exam ination of the hos­ 
pital and to recommend the most 
practical course to pursue to meet 
present needs for expansion with 
due allowance for future require­ 
ments. 
Mr 
Hatfield Is adm inistrator of 
the Pennsylvania hospital. Philadel­ 
phia, a position he has held for 26 
years He Is a past president of the 
Pennsylvania Hospital association, 
the American Hospital association 
and is one of the leading figures in 
the American Association of Hos­ 
pital Consultants He is considered 
one of the nation’s top men in hos­ 
pital 
m anagem ent 
and 
hospital 
planning. 
The problem th a t has long con­ 
fronted the W arner hospital direc­ 
tors is twofold First, the hospital 
has completely outgrown its facili­ 
ties in the X-ray, pediatrics, dis­ 
pensary and surgical departm ents 
In addition children's ward facili­ 
ties are inadequate and the hospital 
has no isolation facilities whatever 
Need Expansion Now 
The second problem concerns fu­ 
ture growth but assumes immediate 
in jaw lance because the first prob­ 
lem must be solved with the second 
or the future requirem ents of the 
hospital in mind. 
Generally speaking, new construc­ 
tion should be undertaken now to 
provide adequate x-ray, dispensary, 
pediatric and surgery facilities The 
first thing to be determined Is the 
location of such a new structure in 
o fw r that it may efteiem ly -aerwe 
the present hospital and at the 
same time be In the right place to 
serve new and additional patient 
facilities th a t will be needed In the 
future 
Need Bath Facilities 
One of the questions Is how the 
old building fits Into the future of 
the hospital. 
Although it la m aintained in ex­ 
cellent condition and Is structurally 
sound, obsolescence will eventually j 
overtake the old building as a pa­ 
tient facilitIty for the reason that 
the rooms are without bath and 
th e rt are inadequate bath facilities 
on the floors To correct this and to 
prevent the building from becoming 
obsolete as a patient facility, will 
involve m ajor construction, the cost 
of which will be out of proportion 
to the results attained In addition 
adding bath facilities to the extent 
they are needed anil reduce patient 
facilities Instead of adding to mee* 
the normal Increase that is certain 
to be needed in the future. 
Inform al studies th at have been 
made do not preclude the possibility 
that new patient facilities should be 
constructed now so th at the old 
building can be used entirely for ad­ 
m inistrative. X-ray, dispensary, pe­ 
diatric, surgical and clinical serv­ 
ices. 
Face Important Issues 
The element of uncertainty in this 
possibility Is th a t the .service facili­ 
ties may be too far of! center, so to 
speak, or th a t the patient facilities 
may be too far flung to permit ef­ 
ficient and economical operation of 
the hospital.

are 
the questions th at 
m ust be salved and in seeking the

March came "in like a lion” with 
snow carried on stiff northwesterly 
winds th at caused rapid drifting of 
the snow that began falling shortly 
after midnight. The first snow m elt­ 
ed and placed an icy sheath under
